nour to wait on you perſonally ; but having had 
the view of a certain Pamphlet lately Publiſhed 
and Intituled News from New-Ezgland, ere. pre- 
tending to give an Account of the Preſent State 
of that Country, and finding the ſame fo very 
fiQitious, falſe and ſcandalous, publiſhed out of 
a moſt wicked debgri to vilifie and traduce ſome 
Worthy Gentlemen ', who have been bettcr 
Friends to our Country, than ever-the obſcure 
Author thereof was, or knows how to be, and 
to amuſe and perplex others : I could not for- 
bear ont of my Zeal for truth, and the love and 
value I have for the Peace and Welfare of 'my 
Country, to give you the trouble of this Letter, 
to diſcover the falſencſs of the pretended News, 
| and the baſeneſs and ignorance of the Author 3 
who without great difficulty way cafily be guel- 
fd at, and known by his fruits. j 
= And therefore it may not beamiſs to acquaint 
you, that about two years fince, one Mr. F. M. 
pretended Teacher of the Goſpel in Boſton, pri- 
vately left that place and came for London, where 
of his own authority, he fer up to be an Agent 
For the Country, and uſed all the art and fub- 
 tilty he could, during the Reign of King Famer,

to indear the ſame into the affeRion of F. Peters, 
Mr. Brent, and Nevil Pain, undertaking as well 
for himſclf as us to ſubſcribe co the taking off 
the Penal Laws and Teſts, to ſupport the Dif- 
perfing Power, and: to ſatishe his' own malice 
and prejudice (without any ground: or reaſon_) 
conceived againſt the then Government of New- 
England. 

This Man, as it was the Opinion of moſt fo- 
ber and conſiderate Men when 1left New- England, 
ſo 1 may very. juſily term the Author and Pro- 
moter of 'all-oux miiſcries, founded upon appa-' 
rent and wittingly deviſed Lyes and Calumnies, 
carried on under pretence of Zeal and Picty, in- 
linuated into, and impoſed upon many ot the 
common People, hurrying them into miſchiefs 
and inconveniencies now ſufficiently ſeen, felt, 
and repented of ; Him therefore, I will conclude 
the Author of the before-mentioned Pamphlet;

as the Author there relates, or that it was ever 
affirmed by the Indians, that they were encou- 
raged thereto by Sir FE, 4. is wholly;falſc;. for in 
the Summer 1688, when Sir E. 4. went to 
receive and ſettle the Province of. New-Tork,then 
annexcd under his Government, it ſo happen- 
ed, that a Party of about Nine French Indians 
f1l upon an Indian Plantation at a place. called 
Spedtaclepond, near Springfield,on CenneCiicott Ri- 
ver, and killd and carricd away about Nine 1n- 
dians, and after coming to a ſmall Village on 


that River called Northfield, they killed fix Chri-. 


- Rians, and being purſued, fleds. the noiſe of theſe 
Murthers ſoon ſpread throughout the Country, 
and notice was given thereof to all the Frontier 
or Out-parts, adviſing them to be vigilant and 
carcful to prevent Surprize by any lirange or 
ſuſpeted Indians, and ſoon after this News.came 
to Saco, (a Town ard Riyer.in the Province of, 
Maine above three hundred Miles diſtant from 
the places beforenamed called by that name., 
Five Indian Men, and Sixteen Women and Chil- 
dren, who had always lived and planted on that 
River, were ſeized on, and ſent by Water to 
Boſton, ſome of whom were. ſo old, and fecble, 
that they were forced to. be carricd when a» 
ſhore) on others backs. On their arrival at: Bo- 
fon, the Lieutenant Governor and thoſe of the 
Council there, examined into the cauſe of ſciz- 
ing thoſe Indiens, and ſending them thither 3 but 
finding that no Cavſe was ſent with them, nor 
any ground or rcaſon to hold them.in Cuſtody, 
they returned them to the place from whence 
| they came, to be ſet at liberty 3 -but before they 
arrived there, the Engliſh near thoſe parts were 
got to their Arms and Gariſons: Other Indians 
of Ambroſcoggen and Kenebeque River; hearing 
' that thoſe of Saco were fcized and ſent away i 
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forthwith ſurprized as many of the Engljþ in 
Caſcobay and Kenebeque River, ſaying, they in- 
tended no harm, but would keep them till the 
Indians were returned-: Upon, the Arriyal of the. 


at the time appointed, the Engliſh waited not for 
them; but: were not long gone ere they" came, 
and by an Englifh-Man and two Jidyjan, ſent a 
Letter, to the next Gariſon, importing theip. 
readineſs to: delivetup the Evgliſh, and'tymake' 
ſatisfaction for any hurt*ar tpeil done by them 3 
who from that Gariſon were Fire& upon agjid ill 
treatcd, and not ſeeing how what they expe&ed 
could be anſwered, ſome of them diſcover o-. 
ther Engliſh. Men on a.Ncck of Land, - ngas- the: 
place appointed to meet at, and, endeavouning 
to ſeize ſome of them, were engaged into a Slir= 
miſh, where five of the Engliſh were killed and. 
ſeveral of the Tndjiano wounded, who: preſently. 
after in xage Killed two of the Engliſh. "$81 5 
lo this manner, and no other, was, the War. be=. 
gunz whereupon two Troops of Soldiers : were. 
raiſed, and ſent to the aſſifiance of thoſe. parts 
againſt the Indians, with Proviſion and Ammu- 
nition neceſſary. by. thoſe of the Council at.Bofton,, 
and.. the. Indians firſk mentioned. to. be taken, 
were again (cnt back and. Impriſoned, and all. 
in the abſence of Sir E, A. Upan bis.arrival at 
Boſton, and. being informed of ;the above, and 
that ſuch Idians were in Priſon, a Committee 
of the Council was appointed to examine, and 
ſee whatt Grounds or Cauſc:there was. far. thein 
Commitment or Detainers and the. Commaitteg 
reporting they could. find. none,, tho'e Iudiany, 
were by order of Council ſet at liberty,-to be 
ſent to the place from whence they were brought 
if they deſired it : As for the miſchicf faid.to be 
ſuſtained by the Johabicants there, it cannat be 
imputed. to.thoſe. Indians, for it was.cither. done 
while they were incuſtody, or fince the Rebellis

try, infinuating into the Common'People, that 
the Governor and all of the Churchiof England 
were Papiſts and Idolaters, and to ſtir them 
up to Faction and; Rebellion; for, which the 
ſaid Cotton Mather, and ;others , were. bound 
over to anſwer according to. Law 3..but was ſu- 
perſeded by - theit Infarredtion.:: And the. Ju- 
{tices having iſſued their Warrant for the obſer- 
vation of the 3oth of Fanuary purſuant to the 
Statute, the ſame was called in and ſuppreſſed, 
by Captain aite Finthorp one of the: Council, 
who in the Commotion, apficared the chick Man 
and Head of: thei FaRtian again the 'Goyern- 
zent, which: he twice {wore-to maintain and 
upport, and tho at the time of the Revolution, 
moſt of the Principal Officers in the Govern-

not be the leaft imputation on Sir E. 4. who 
during the time of his Government, kept the 
whole Dominion from injury, ſave what was 
done at firſt by ſurpsizal, as by every honeſt 
Man will' be confeſſed, for what was done in 
relealing the Indians before- mentioned, was 
not an- A& of Favour but Juſtice, nor done 
by him alone, but with advice of the Coun- 
cil, and I can ſee no reaſon, why either the 
Indians or Engliſh ſhould be Imprifoned, or 
Reſirained of their Liberty: without ſufficient 
cauſe, or why if ene Indian"commits an Of- 
fence, all muft be blamed or puniſhed for it, 
-tho they are things too often uled and practiſed 
by our old Charters in New-England. 

Neither were the numbers or quality of 
- thoſe Ixdians capable of doing ſuch miſchief, 
tho -the follies and madneſs of the People fince 
their [Revolution , have encouraged and pro- 
voked many to be-their Enemies, and increa- 
ſed their numbers, and no doubt given the 
French fair adyantages to come into their aſli- 
ſtance, 

The Fort of Pemagrid was burnt by the In- 
dians , and the Guns ſometime after fetched 
from thence, iby- ſome of the Forces ſent from 
Boftox, and brought _thither by them, ſo that 
what is mentioned about the Dztch Privateer 
is wholly falſe. | | 
- 7, As: to.the pretended bloody Fight, id 
to be between the Engliſh and Indians, it was 
only-after this manner :. A Party. of about three 
hundred: Evgliſh and Friend Indians, under the 
command of Captain Benjamin Church , being 
over-night landed at a Town called Falmonth 
in Caſcobay, in the Province of Maize, .the 
-next Morning early, a Party of Indians of a- 
bout two: hundred came to attack that place, 
who'mecting with--one Anthony Brackett, and 
his*-two Sons going to his Farm, a little di- 
fiant from the Town, they Fired and Killed 
them, and by that alarmed the' place z and 


adviſed what they were, . and that they were 
very . near. the 'Town 3 the , whole, number of 
Men being! all. called together had Ammuni- 
tion delivered them, but by reaſon of the 


thereupon. a Party was ſent to diſcover, who 
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unſizableneſs of their Guns and Shot , they 
were forced to beat their Bullets into Slugs, 
which made it late before they could March 
to the Enemy, who in the mean time had 
the opportunity to poſt themſelves advanta- 
geouſly behind Fences, Hcdges, Old Trees, &c. 
and in that manner they engaged 3 and af- 
ter about two hours diſpute the Indians re- . 
treated into a ' ſmall ſwamp, and our Forces 
left them with the loſs of Eleven Men, and 


Seven wounded , of which Five after dyed 


but it was not known that one Indian was 
killed : And this is all we can brag of in that 
Service, which was only fortunate, in that 
the Forces were there, when the Indians 
came to attack the Place, which elſe proba- 
bly they would have carried, tho it's believed, 
had our Forces been ready carly to have at- 
tacked and purſued the Enemy, ſome greater 
advantage might have been 'gained , but by 
late advice Iam informed that Place is alſo de- 
ſerted. | 

There 1s little dependence en thoſe we call 
our Friend Indians, for they are as great Stran- 


-gers in the Eaſtern Country as the Engliſh, and 
will not travel or venture farther than they, 


tho, being uſed to the Woods, may be quicker 
ſighted to diſcover the Enemy. You may per- 
ccive the fiery Zeal of the Author and his Cor- 
reſpondent, who will not admit of a charitable 
Expreſſion or Charadter of his ſuffering Neigh- 


bours, but after they have been: the cauſe of all 


their Miſcrics and:Ruine, muſt expe& no other 
comfort from them than to be accounted and 
termed Heatheniſh Engliſh Plantations ; for 


which I cannot conceive any reaſon, unleſs that 


many.in thoſe Parts have been differently edu- 
cated from thoſe of Beſton, and are of the Church 
of England, whoſe Forefathers, for  that-very 
cauſe only, were forced to remove (o far to c(> 
cape the laſh of their Pexfecutors in the Maſſas

That any Captives eſcaped from the Indzans,

.ged by ſome Gentlemen in Bon vigorouſly to 
proſecute the War, is mere Invention, and a

by ſuch Gentlemen in Boſton are meant Foſter

cd and ſupplied them therewith, when the 
Governor and the-Forces were out againſt them 

-and had reduced them to the greateti want and 

neceſſity both for Proviſion:and Ammunition; 
and ſoon after the Revolution, chat Veſſel re- 

turned from thoſe Parts with her Loading of 

Bever and Pelery, which was-publickly known 
and talked, but no notice taken thereof, the 
grieyous cffe&ts of which, the Country well 
knows, and are fince very ſenſible thereof. 

The two'Captives that laſt eſcaped and came
